Even alnee the election of 
Benor Dartiguanave as President of 
Haiti, the northern Haitian rebels un- 
der Dr. Bobo and General Zaomr have 
been In open revolt against the con- 
stituted Haitien government, but this 
is the first occasion on wliirh they 
I'.ave threatened the AmericanB, al- 
though the rebel ehlefa under Bobo 
have been doinj; everythini; in their 
I ower to retard Commander Olmstead 
administration of the civil alEalra ot

For some time trouble has been ex- 
pected, as the Zainor and Kobo fac- 
tions, while not until now openly re- 
fusing to disarm, have used every pre- 
text to evade surrendering their arms 
and ammunition. 

The people of the country around 
Cape Maitlen strongly favor Bobo for 
prcBident. an dit has been openly 
Mated that they would rise and de- 
clare the election to be unconstitu- 
tional. 

Up to now' CoinniandiT Olmstead, 
under instruction from Admiral Caper- 
ton, has hesitated to penetrate Into the 
Interior and put down the ineipient re- 
volt, alhough the revolatloniBts have 
been very active in the isolated coun- 
try districts, shooting being of al- 
tnost nightly occurence. Many per- 
sons have been killed or wounded dur- 
ing the rebel forays.

F. A. Vanderlip 

On The Business of Banking 

The farmers of this nation to come into thctr own 
muRt study business. We must, ah a class, understand 
the fundaniontai principles that underlie every industry. 
Its functions to society and its relation to agriculture, for 
there can be no intelligent co-operation without under- 
standing. Mr. F. A. Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Hank of New York, when asked "What la a Bank?" 
said In part: 

"The first and most familiar function of a bank is 
that of gathering up the Idle money of a community, 
small sums and largo, and thus forming a pool or reser- 
voir upon which responsihlo persons may draw as they 
have temporary use for money. It is evident that this 
makes large sums in the aggregate available for the em- 
ployment of labor and the development of the community. But much more 
Is accomplished than the use of the money actually deposited in the banks, 
for by tlie use of drafts, checks and bank notes the efficiency of money Is 
multiplied several times over. A very large business, for example one of the 
groat beef packers, may use very little actual money; on one side of its l)ank 
account will be entered the checks and drafts It Is dally receiving from every- 
where In payment for meats, while on the Other aide will be entered the 
checks it draws in payment for cattle, etc.. Ita «al]r «M «( MMf MBg tOr 
small payments, to labor and otherwise. 

If there were but one bank in a community and everybody paid all 
bills by drawing cbeckB'on that bank, and everyone receiving a check imme- 
diately deposited It in the bank, the amount of money in the bank evidently 
would not change at all and the entire business of the community would be 
settled on the books of the bank. And the situation Is but slightly changed 
when there are several bunks, for they dally exchange among themselves all 
the checks they receive on each other, which practically offset themselves, 
although the small balances are paid in cash. This is called 'clearing,' and 
In every large city there Is a 'Clearing House' where reprwWtatlTW Ot the 
banks meet dally to settle their accounts with each other. 

"A bank is constantly receiving from Its customers, particularly those that 
are shipping products to other localitieK, drafts and checks drawn on banks 
m other cities, which it usually sends for deposit to a few correspondent 
banks In the central cities with which it maintains permanent accounts. In 
this way these sintti'red credltB are consolidated and the l>ank draws upon 
these accounts in stipiilylng customers with the means of making payments 
away from homo. As each local community sells and buys about the same 
amount abroad In the course of a year, these payments largely orfset each 
other. It is evident that the banks are very Intimately related to the trade 
and Industry of a country. The banker Is a dealer in credit much more than 
a dealer in money, and of course his own credit must be above question. Ha 
exchanges bis credit for the credits accjuired by his costumers, and lends 
credit for their accommodation, but he must conduct the business with such 
judgment that he can alwaya meet bia own obligationa with caah on demand, 
-rhis is the esaeBttal thing abwtt baak erailt. that it ihall ahmya ha the 
4ame aa cash."
